AVIU; XOT BE CHEATED. 


In the case of Mr. Taft the people 


of Oakland do not intend to be cheated 
out of a single minute .of the Presi- 
dent's time they are entitled to, and 
in this determination Berkeley and 
Alameda will glre their undivided co- 
operation and support. 
When the -.announcement was -first 
made from Washington.that President 
Taft was contemplating a visit to the 
Pacific coast : Stay or Mott, 
for 
the 


municipality, in'd with the co-opera- 
tion of the- Oakland Chamber of Com- 
merce, sent to the President an invi- 
tation to lay the city hall cornerstone. 
The President accepted the invitation, 
causing Ills 'ffecretary to advise the 
Mayor to this effect and directing him 
to arrange the itinerary accordingly. 
Then the Panama-Pacific people con- 
ceived the idea of having the President 
in San Francisco 
to 
turn the first 


shovelful of earl'h for the construction 
of the exposlti"-i. 


•CHANGE OF PROGRAM. 


Negotiations that followed resulted 


in the general understanding that the 
President would

o'clock on the afternoon of Sep-fe~mber 
14 and be the guest of the 'east bay 
prjo~plfc 'lor three hours. . Afterward 
he wau to go to San Francisco and re- 
main there about two d-3-ys and a half.; 
At this time it was understood that 
the President 'would come to the .bay 
region via Los Angeles, but afterward 
Mr. Taft decided to change, his itiner- 
ary and make the trip through .Cali- 
fornia from the north, stopping for. a 
short period in Sacramento and then 
coming on to Oakla.nd, 


After deciding to change .his route' 


the President directed Secretary ,'HI1- 
lies to make up a.new itinerary and 
keep in mind his engagement. with 
Oakland. 
Simultaneously the ..man- 
agers of the Panama-Pacific Bxposis- 
tion went secretly to 'work 'to'-arrange 
for Mr. Taft's entertainment the ^mo- 
ment he' reached the bay section, -so 
planning that .instead of the Presi- 
dent's having three hours in Oakland 
and vicinity he was to'have only -ninety: 
minutes of the two and a .half .days 
and San Francisco was to have him 
the remainder of the time.

The greatest parade in the Interest ot 


union labor ever held In the city of Oak- 
land took place today. In the line there 
were sixty different labor organizations, 
comprising about twelve .thousand men. 
The members of most of those organiza- 
tions appeared in uniforms specially pre- 
pared for the occasion and, in a certain 
manner, appropriate to the occupation of 
the artisans 'wearing- them. 


Most of the unions marched to the In- 


spiration of mar(tal music with almost 
military precision, presenting a. spectacle 
the. imptesslvenesg of which has never 


I before been experienced in this city. 'It 
was apparent that every member of th« 
various unions was impressed with Ul« 
usefulness of his calling, -as :ilso with 
the dig-nlty'of labor, and marched as if 


I he were treading on thrones. At various 


places Mong the^ line not a few of th< 
unions wer£ greeted with cheers, but th 
evidence of approval was received by th< 
men In line nrt so much as a compIimcDj 
to their own organization, but to the prin' 
ciple of the dignity of labor, which th«. 
whole display was intended to espouae.

'COOL AND COLLECTED BEATTIE TAKES-THE WITNESS-STAND 


TO REfUTE TESTIMONY GIVEN BY HIS COUSIN PAUL 


Denies Latter Purchased for Him Gun With Which Murder Was Committed 


and Tells of Sordid "Friendship" for Woman in the Case 


CHESTERFIELD _COURTHOUSE,

4. — Confident 
and' • hopeful, 
Henry Clay Seattle Jr., on trial for 
the murder of his wife, took, the wit- 
ness stand at 10:47-, o'clock today to 
testify in his own behalf and close 
the case for the 'defense.

From an early houiv when the glim- 


mering lamp in his cell cast. : its long 
beams of light on:- the 
courthouse 


nearby, the' prisoner/ read. and re-read 
the typewritten pages of .his own tes- 
timony at 
the 
coroner's 
inquest. 


Through the iron bars Seattle could 
see moving about on the green in 
front of him the twelve men to whom 
tha story will mean either his electro- 
cution or his freedom.. 


Through the prison bars the ac- 


cused man reiterated his statement of 
yesterday that he was confident' of ac- 
quittal. 


"God knows I am Innocent oJ the 


murder of my dear wife," heisald. He 
spoke in a deep voice and his tone 
was both- firm and . emphatic. 
"I am 


going to tell the Jury and ' everybody; 
Just how it happened," he. continued. 
"I was the only eye-witness 'and, I am 
confident they will believe -crtiat .•! saj

BERLIN, Sept. 4.—David .Tayne Hill, 


the retiring: American ambassador, on 
the eve of his departure from Berlin, Tias 
broken silence as to his resignation, which 
A-as accented by President Taft last April. 


Tho ambassador gave out a statement 


today intimating that there had been a 
Ctlibora'a intrigue to discredit him and 
. SnisrepvcsBjit the reasons (or his resigna- 
tion. Ho announced his declination of a 
aecoratlcn which the emperor offered him. 


"At 
tho time of my resignation in 
Apr!!, ' says the ambassador, "there was 
much speculation regarding the reason 
therefor, and a legend concerning my, 
course in the negotiations between my 
government and Germany over the potash 
controversy was carefully prepared and 
widely circulated, positively declaring- on 
alleged authority that my conduct was 
Displeasing to the department of state. 
Under such circumstances the duty of a 
loyal diplomat is silence, and faithfully I 
performed this'duty. 


PLEA FOR PLAY FAIR. 


"I have believed that the American peo- 


ple, 
careless as they often are of reputa- 


tion, love fair play, and knowing that the 
official record there would speak the 
truth ar. the proper lima, I nave takon 
no notice of either the source or the. 
motive of these allegations. 
I have no 
comment to make upon them. 


"On leaving office six months after my 


resignation, I believe that it will be a 
pleasure to the president if I make public 
at this time an autograph statement made 
by him some months ago, which should 
effectually silence and exterminate the 
legend which certain newspapers have 
endeavored to keep alive. Ha says: 
" 'I write now to assure you that I 


never had the slightest reason to criti- 
cise your course and service at the very 
Important post of Berlin. 
You have 


vindicated your appointment in 
every 
way and It has given me pleasure to 
dany 
emphatically 
and 
categorically 
that your resignation grew out of any 
disagreement on the part of the 
ad- 


ministration with your conduct in this 
country's relations with Germany in re- 
gard to the potash or any other question, 
* * * I write this to you, for you are 
entitled to have a full statement as to 
your satisfactory service, written by him 
whom you have worthily and well rep- 
resented at the great capital of Berlin.1 " 


GIFT FROM EMPEROR. 


"I make puhlie this statement," con- 


tinued Hill, "for the purpose of assur- 
ing my friends in Europe and America 
of my faithful allegiance to the principles 
of loyalty by which I have been actuated 
throughout my offlcial life, which has 
been of considerable duration, and to 
show appreciation of the sense, of Jus- 
tice by which the president was Inspired 
in recognizing the wrong done me by 
others, whose misrepresentations he has 
desired as far as possible to repair, in 
circumstances which I have reason to be- 
lieve he at present entirely understands." 


Ambassador Hill was not. willing to In- 


dicate more closely the persons he be- 
lieves were interested in discrediting him.

WASHINGTON, Sept. . 4._The., sister 
Dreadnoughts, 
Florida and Utah, the 


mightiest 
warships 
in 
the American 
navy, will be In fighting trim by Novem- 
ber 16, according to the calculations of 
the naval experts. Within a week the 
Utah, just placed in commission-, will eh- 
tsr the docks- of the Nprk York" navy 
yara to receive the Installation 0£ conning 
towers and the sights for her guna As 
much secrecy surrounds these devices, 
they are Invariably constructed at a 
government yard Instead of in the plant 
of a private builder. The Florida will 
be placed in commission about Septem- 
ber ^5,- a.nd will" be ready for active 
service simultaneously with the Utah. 


These two floating fortresses will be 
attaches to the first division, of the At- 
lantic fleet, the Florida becoming the 
regular flagship of the division and the 
Utah replacing her whenever she goes to 
dock for overhauling. Caiitadn Harry' S. 
Knapp will command the Florida and 
Captain Henry S. Benson the Utah. 


Greater in .ever respect—size, armor- 


and armament—the Florida: and- Utah, 
will wrest1 from the Delaware and North' 
Dakota the honor of . being . the 
most 


powerful war vessels afloat. 
The dis- 


placement of the two Dreadnoughts is 
21,825 tons each. Ten 12-inch guns, dis- 
tributed in five turrets, and' sixteen 
5-lnch rifles constitute the nialn bat- 
teries. The hulls are belted with armor 
ranging from 9 to 11 Inches In. thickness, 
while steel walls a foot through protect 
the turrets. 


The ships are 521 feat long, and, it 
is expected, will have a speed greater 
than the 20.75. knots required by the 
navy department's specifications.

Are' Caught in Vortex of Ma- 


chine Drills and Hor- 


ribly Mangled. 


BUTTE, Mont., Sept. 4.—Caught in a 


vortex of whirling steel machine drills in 
a mine cage' while being hoisted to the 
surface, five'miners met Instant death in 
the shaft of the Black Rode mine of the 
Butte-Supefior Company at 3; 15o'clock 
this morning, while the sixth, James 
Lee, died a few hours later in the hos- 
pital from the Injuries he received. 


In their anxiety to reach, the surface 
tho workmen jumped on the cage upon 
which dull steel was being hoisted to the 
surface. It 
is 
presumed 
that' their 


crowding dislodged the steel shafts from 
the box In which they were held, and 
they were caught in the wall plates on 
the nide, the ends whirling- with terrific 
force among- the men on the cage,- clear- 
Ing- the deck of the miners, fairly mine-; 
ing their bodies as tha steal hounded' 
back and forth, and sleeping them into 
the 
sump 
1400 feet 
below. Charles 
Green, station 'tender,- was hurled from 
the upper deck of the cage to the lower 
level by the Impact,^ when the brakes 
were applied and was decapitated, as 
were all the other miners with the ex- 
ception of Lee, whose head was mashed 
to a pulp.

THE DEAD. 


Charles L. Green, 28 years old, mar- 
ried. 


Leo Chevrler, 21, unmarried. 
Patrick O'Neill, 32, unmarried. 
Pan Sheehan, 40, unmarried. 
James Lea, 31, -unmarried. 
Daniel Shea, 36, unmarried. 
The station tender- pleaded with the 
miners not to board the cage while the 
steel was being hoisted, as the act was 
in violation of the\oompany's rules; but 
they passed by him; as they were anx- 
ious to reach the surface before ''tally." 
All stepped on the car below the 1000- 


foot level with the exception of Green 
and' Lee. Thomas Dennihay, the 
sta- 
tion tender, left the cage at that station^ 
and was 
succeeded 
by 
his partner, 
Green. 


The sig-nal to hoist had been given, 
and the cage had shot upward to a point 
between the 400 and 
SOO root levels, 
when tho steel began to move. It is the 
conjecture that it became a death-deal- 
ing mass in a moment, for ona drill was 
stuck In a, wall plate and bent double. 
Instantly the men wera crashed 'and torn, 
•while their"- bodies were hurled with tre- 
mendous, force off tha deik to the1 sump 
Just below.the 1600-foot fevel, where the 
£ragments of flesh and mangled torsos 
'vere found In about three feet,of "water.

Charles A. Wetmore, who is not only a veteran viticulturist, but 


is also an expert on dried fruits, writes to THE TRIBUNE as fol- 
lows: "Your criticisms of Dr. Wiley. are timely—but more are 
needed—not to oppose what is genuine reform in his work,-but to 
show wherein he slops over and makes serious blunders, which 
should be avoided by having some competent body of men to pass 
judgment before he promulgates rulings." 


We agree entirely with Mr. Wetmore. We believe in laws that 


•will adequately protect the consumers from frauds, impure food 
compounds, deceptive labeling and other forms, of imposition, but 
object to arbitrary rulings which harass producers without good re- 
'sult to anybody. 
Rightly construed and fairly enforced the pure 


food laws protect the honest dealer and packer'as much- a's,they-do 
the consumers. They are a distinct aid to'fair and legitimate trade 
and should therefore be regarded as measures necessary to promote 
square dealing and guard the public health. It is not the laws them- 
selves that we criticize, but the abuse of them. We applaud Drr; 
iWiley's attacks on impure and fraudulent'food compounds, but ob- 
ject to some of his methods and his unwarranted and senseless in- 
terference with legitimate business. Dr. Wiley has done much mis-1 


'chief by his interference with trade designations and the labeling1 


of fruits and wine's. 'He forbids the labeling of wines by their 
iproper names, although the labels carry the names of the makers 
iand the place of production. He also objects to California prunes 
being classified as "French" and "German," although.the packages 
plainly state the prunes were produced and packed in California. In 
a communication to the Wholesalers' and Retailers' Review Mr. 
•Wetmore shows the absurdity of Dr,. Wiley's rulings :; 


"The seizure of standard drie.d French prunes from California 


under the Dr. Wiley administration is only another .evidence of the 
folly .of placing purely scientific theorists in charge' of questions 
affecting commerce and trade. 


; 
"The French prune is known as such wherever grown, the trade 


preferring that term of classification to the •unmanageable nurse'ry 
mame, 'petite prune d'Agen.' 
When brought to California many 


years ago, it was called the French prune, to distinguish it from 
another variety known as the German prune. 


"The writer, when a boy in Oakland, in 1861, helped to .plant 


^German prunes and English walnuts. There never was any ques- 
tion of propriety in giving the name of the German prune to those 
rwho "wanted to know what kind of plums they were. 


"Just ask the hypercritical Dr. Wiley whether it is lawful.to sell 


English walnuts grown in California. Give him and his industrious-, 
fbureaucrats another puzzle. What shall we do with .currants grown 
in California and what are currants,-the dried fruit known as such 
to the trade? The currant is a dried grape. .Why called.:currant? 
Simply because English merchants for brevity have usually classi- 
fied commodities according to the name of the place or-port they 
originally came from; but in dealing with foreign names, the people 
:soon corrupted the words and spelled them.to suit their convenience.. 
Those small dried grapes came from Greece and Asia Minor, but 
certain qualities were classified for trade purposes as Corinths and 
others as Zantes. 


"To pronounce Corinth according to the French custom you must 


;say something which sounds like Co-rant. The people'and the gro- 
cers easily got in the habit of saying currant, yet 'the word none the 
less means Corinth. 
• 


"l^ow our growers import the variety of grape called the Corinth 


and when the fruit is 'dried they sell currants.- Why not? Yet, un- 
ider the French prune decision, they are liable to have a bout with 
Dr. Wiley. 


"Our nurserymen sell the variety-of grape imported and known 


in. France as the Muscat of Alexandria and the fruit goes by that 
name. Look out for a Wiley interference! We are importing the 
'Almeria grape vine- and may be hauled up for selling aimerias. 


"The truth is that Dr. Wiley has shown'himself wholly incompe- 


tent in. all technical matters. According to him, a claret made in 
•the old-time commune of Sauternes, -which produces .only a small 
part of the -wines shipped from Bordeaux as Sauternes, would right- 
fully be called Sauternes; but :the tradesman who. did. so would be 
laughed a t .

Mr. Wetmore might have added that.-Dr. Wiley's ruling-s are.uni- 


formly in the interest of the foreign importer an'd against the do- 
mestic producer. He refuses to allow wine made in California to 
be labeled as "champagne" even though the label state the name of 
the maker and the place of production. He forbids the use of.gen- 
eral terms of classification which do not deceive, .but explain the 
type of wine and the source of production. In other words, he goes 
to ridiculous extremes in matters wholly disconnected with the 
purity of food compounds. He makes rules to suit himself with 
regard to trade designations and trademarks and thus disturbs trade 
and harasses producers without benefiting anybody save the: foreign 
importer. 
-

Horse-Racing W/ifhout Gambling. 


Horse racing without gambling is not attractive if we are to 


•judge;by.', the results achieved at the State Fair which has just 
closed. :The attendance was much smaller this year than it was 
last, although the exhibits .were particularly fine. 'Last year there 
was a healthy-balance oh the profit sfde of.the ledger, but this year 
it is doubtful if the receipts will-pay the expenses incurred;' 


•-- Yet-it was fondly expected by the .directors that -the iair-. would, 
make a better financial showing than it did-last-year. • Tneyijionfi- 
dently expected an increased attendance because they had made "rac- 
ing a special feature. - Indeed; horse racing was the^ dominant fea- 
ture of the fair, and in the advertising racing, was made the head- 
liner in the'belief that it-would prove a drawing card. 


But apparently^ the races did not attract the ^expected crowd, 


mainly because there, were no opportunities for betting. It is pos- 
sible also that the prominence given to the racing program "deterred 
people who are not interested in horse^racing from attending; pos- 
sibly such people inferred that the other, features of the fair .would 
not be particularly interesting. At any rate, the fair .this year was 
not the success it wa's"last'year, notwithstanding the efforts' to draw 
a crowd by special features like racing, aviation-contests arid, vaude- 
ville singing.•_.. The fair,did better,last year without such stuhts; '

oppose the extension of the recall to the 
udiciary voted for the bill in the belief 
that the people of Arizona, after a. sober 
second 'thought, .'will eliminate the pb- 
iectionable feature, other senators, tak- 
ng a literal view of the constitution, ar- 
gued that -the''people of a territory had 
the right • to establish any government 
they liked, .provided It was "republican 
n form^"-.;TJie President will doubtless 
veto the bill; but there is talk of over- 
riding his veto. 
Whatever happens- to 


the'bill or to the Arizona 'constitution, 


one thing is clear—that a vigorous, in- 
telligent campaign must now be made by 
the" friends of an independent and fearless 
Judiciary to induce the majority of Ari- 
zona, voters to strike out the Judicial re- 
call.

Asks That Measure Be Made 


Law in Order to Forward 


Interests of Progress. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4.—Gov- 


ernor Hiram Johnson spoke today in 
'favor of the recall of the judicary be- 
fore the conference of the 
Direct 


Legislation League of California, "in 
.which he made reference to President 
,Taft's argument 
vetoing the recent 


. statehood bill, although, without men- 


tioning the President's name. He also 
replied to the charges made by Sec- 
retary of State Frank Jordan, regard- 
'Ing- alleged errors in the printing of 
the proposed 
constitutional 
amend- 


ments to be voted on October 10. In 
part the governor said: 


"When we began at Sacramento to 


plan how to protect and arm the peo- 
ple against -a recurrence of the old 
machine rule, we turned 
to 
direct 


legislation, and not only to the initia- 
tive and referendum, but to the recall. 
"We planned that the recall should nc>t 
bo applied'only to tho governor, but 
to every judge. 
"There was well-fixed designs that 


. a special election on these amend- 
'ments should not take place. At a 
late moment it was given out tha,t 
through the failure to dot 'i's and 
cross 't's' it was utterly Impossible 
that this election should take place. 
"A distinguished state printer, as- 
sisted by an oqiially distinguished sec- 
retary of state, said that the necessary 
printing, could not be done. 
Never- 
theless the printing is going" on with 
three shifts, working the entire 24 
hours.

REOAI/I, CAUSES TERROR. 


"The abject 'terror that the recall 


has caused'certain parties to experi- 
ence furnishes the humor 
of this 
campaign. In a recent veto message, 
which 
received . a 
wide 
notice 
throughout the country, It was stated: 
•Think of the power that will be given 


v 
to the political boss through.' tho re- 
call.' 
. "This reminds me of the argument 
advanced when men representing big 
Interests when attacked have cried: 
'Think of the 
widow and 
orphans 
who hold stock.' 
This same fear of 
the mob was the principal argument 
of the interests In opposing: the di- 
rect primary. 


"We are told -that If the recall is 


passed the mob will rule our courts. 
I say that the man who decides 'ac- 
cording to the law and evidence will 
never fear the recall, but there is an- 
other kind of Judge, who is not only 
swayed by the populace, but by the 
big interests and he ia thoroughly un- 
fit for the bench. No just judge will 
be less just and no weak judge 'will 
be less weak if the recall 
obtains.

Dr. Cclwr contrasted the religious zeal 
of the early settlers with tha present re- 
ligious indifference and the growing dis- 
regard of the church, the family and the 
weekly day of rest and worship, and said " 
that' 40 per cent of marriages now ended 
in "divorce. He further stated that fifty 
million people In the.United States never 
enter a church and twenty millions only 
cn: rare ocaosins, and that only twenty 
millions " regularly attended church at 
leaist once on Sunday. 


'•We do not even have a continental 


Sunday," declared 
Dr. 
Coker, "for in 


London, Paris and Berlin the people at- 
tend church once 
a week, but in our • 


Western cities they devote the whola of 
Sunday to amusements.". 


RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 


The worship of riches and the respect- 


paid men of great wealth were also de- 
plored by the speaker as representing * 
retrograde movement in American life, 
Emphaais. was laid upon tha work of tha ' 
home mission pastor as essential:to steam 
the tide aad save America, from decay 
and ruin, such as 'marked the history ot 
great nations in the past,. particularly 
Greece and Rome. 
. The need of larger funds and of ereatez1 
zeal was illustrated by the fact that a. • 
thousand towns or Nevada and Montana 
are without 
any 
preachinar service or 
Sunday school, and Dr.'Corker spoke of 
having recently passed through a- town of 
2500 people which has had no religious 
service other than a monthly Christian 
Science meeting since the first of the 
year. Bishop Hughes, he said, had prom- 
ised to put a preacher In that town at 
the earliest possible moment.
